Africans Kill 254 Officers and Men Out 
of a Detachment of 499. 


LISBON, Oct. 5.—The Minister of Marine 
announced in the Chamber to-day that a 
detachment of Portuguese troops belonging 
to a column operating in Portuguese South- 
west Africa against the Cuanhamas, was 
surprised by the tribesmen while crossing 
the Cunene River. 

The detachment, which numbered 499 offi- 
cers and men, lost 234 killed, including 15 
officers, and 50 wounded. 

The troops included 255 Europeans, of 
whom 109 are missing. The force was am- 
bushed at night. 

The Government is considering the or- 
ganization of a force of 5,000 men to sup- 
press the Cuanhamas, and will dispatch 
warships to strengthen the Angola naval 
division. 

It is officially announced that Germany 


will put 8,000 European troops in the field 
against the Hcreros, in German Southwest 
Africa, who are ngighbors of the Cuan- 
hamas . 

The disaster to the Portuguese troops has 
caused a great sensation.

WENT 26,000 MILES FOR HIM. 


Detectives Back with Charlies Forbes, 
Acoused of Forgery. 


After having traveled nearly 26,000 miles 
to capture Charles E. Forbes, 
alleged to have forged checks for $25,000, 
Detective Sergeant Thomas J. O'Connell of 
the Central Office and Robert. Dieckman 
of the Pinkerton Agency arrived last night 
on the White Star liner Majestic, with their 
prisoner. Forbes, who went under the name 
of Irving W. Humphreys, was arrestedyat 
Ceres, in the Province of Santa Fé, Argen- 
tine Republic. He was first arrested in 
December, 1903, at the instance of G. W. 
Cole & Co. of 141 Broadway, his employers, 
whose name he is charged with having 
forged. He was admitted to bail in the sum 
of $5,000 at that time, but did not appear 
when the case was called for trial. 

His whereabouts remained a mystery 
until his young wife decided to follow him 
to South America. Mrs. Forbes had been 
constantly shadowed by Pinkerton men, 
and when she sailed for Buenos Ayres 
Dieckman accompanied her. Mrs. Forbes 
booked on the steamship Merchant Prince 
as Mrs. Winthrop, while Dieckman sailed 
in the guise of a ranchman, On her ar- 
rival at the Argentine capital she joined 
her husband, and his arrest followed. He 
had a job as ticket agent for an Argentine 
railroad. ' 

Dieckman notified the New York authorl- 
tiés that he had his man, and O'Connell, 
bearing the extradition papers from Wash- 
ington, sailed to bring the prisoner home. 
When O'Connell reached Argentina there 
was a long delay. The authorities refused 
to allow Forbes to be extradited unless 
Mrs. Forbes was also brought back. After 
palavering for two weeks, O’Connell wrote 
back for instructions and was told to send 
the woman back. She is now bound this

Wife and Daughter of Col. McKinley of 
New York the Victims.

The list which she 
gave Constable Mitchell to-night includes 
two diamond solitaire rings, one diamond 
sapphire circular ring, one large’black pearl 
set in diamonds, one ring of three opals 
and diamonds, one spay pearl pin and dia- 
monds, one round diamond pin, one child’s 
miniature set in diamonds, one pink pearl 
pin, one opal gold pin, and two bracelets. 

Col. McKinley offers a reward for the ar- 
rest of the burglar and recovery of the

A GREAT NAVAL BATILE 


The Port Arthur Ships Are Said to 
Have Made a Sortie. 


STOESSEL ANNOUNCES VICTORY 


He Says the Japanese |I-ost 10,000 Men 
in the Fighting from Sept. 19 
to Sept. 23. 


LONDON, Thursday, Oct. 
agency here late last night sent out a dis- 
patch dated Tokio, Oct. 5, saying: 

“It is reported that the Russian squad- 
Ton made a sortie from Port Arthur to- 
day and that a great naval battle oc- 
curred.”’ 

No details are given. 

The Daily. Telegraph's Chee-Foo corre- 
spondent says that on Sept. 24-5 the Japan- 


ese made repeated and recklessly brave at- 
tempts to capture High Hill at Port Arthur. 
Owing to the destruction of earthworks, 
their advance was completely unprotected, 


; and under the rays of the searchlight the 


Russian machine guns swept them down in 
masses. The correspondent adds: 

‘More troops, however, came on with 
fanatical bravery, leaping over the bodies 
of their dead comrades. Then the Russians, 


; emboldened by their’ success, sortied. The

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Japanese replied with machine guns. It 
was the first time the Japanese had been 
able to entice the Russians from their shel- 
ters, and they worked terrible havoc among 
them, 

“The scene next morning was appalling. 
The hillside was strewn with mingled Rus- 
sian- and Japanese bodies, some of them 
gripped. 

“A brief message was received to-day. 
It was on torn paper, in Chinese, and 
signed by Gen. Stoessel. It states that all 
had been quiet since Sept. 25, and that the 
Japanese again had asked for a truce to 
bury their dead, which was refused. 

“An official Japanese statement admits 
the.repulse and confesses the necessity of 
a resort to a passive siege. 

“‘ Enteric fever has broken out in the gar- 
rison at Port Arthur.” 


ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 5.—Emperor 
Nicholas has at last received Gen. Stoes- 
sel’s report of. the desperate four days’ 
battle at Port Arthur, from Sept. 19 to 
Sept. 23, from which it appears that the un- 
official report from Che-Foo was by no 
means exaggerated. 

The Japanese displayed frenzied bravery, 
but they lost 10,000 men, and their only suc- 
cess was the capture of two redoubts guard- 
ing the waterworks. They launched their 
attacks simultaneously from the north and 
west. Night and day they. fought under 
cover of a..continual. bombardment from 
their siege guns; and finally reached the 
redoubts on the north side, but only after 
the defenses there were completely demol- 
ishéd by shell fire from the west. 

The Japanese efforts were directed chief- 
ly against the commanding position on High 
Mountain, which faces Pigeon Bay, slightly 
south of Fort Etse. The mountain is 500 
feet high, and if it had fallen its possession 
would have given the Japanese a tremen- 
dous lever against the chain of inner de- 
fenses. 

The carnage there was terrible and cul- 
minated on Sept. 22, when the Japanese 
succeeded in reaching and occupying the 
Russian armored shelter trenches, whence 
they expected the next day to storm the 
summit. 

During the night Lieyt. Poggorsky of the 
navy, at the head of a detachment of vol- 
unteers, descended upon the trenches and 
blew them up with pyroxylin bombs, pro- 
ducing a panic among the besiegers, who 
fled, leaving the mountain side strewn with 
dead. 

The Japanese then abandoned further at- 
tempts; but after a day or two to recuper- 
ate, according to a second dispatch from 
Gen. Stoessel, dated Sept. 30, they resumed 
the bombardment of the city and outer 
works, and began to construct zigzag ap- 
proaches. é 

When Gen. Stoessel wrote his dispatch 
the Japanese were working very actively 
and were approaching by a tunnel and in- 
trenchments. 

The loss of the waterworks is not consid- 
ered vital, as there are a fresh-water lake 
and numerous wells, as well as a condens- 
ing apparatus, within the defenses. 

Gen. Stoessel says the gallantry of the 
Russian troops was beyond praise, and adds 
that the garrison will hold out to the last 
drop of blood. 


BANDIT ARMY AIDING JAPAN. 


10,000 Brigands Fighting—Are Armed 
with Modern Weapons. 


LONDON, Thursday, Oct. 6.—A corre- 
spondent of The Daily Telegraph, in trav- 
eling between Sing-min-Tung and Kin- 
Chow, interviewed Chinese bandit chiefs, 
who affirmed that 10,000 brigands were en- 
gaged actively in the theatre of war. 

The chiefs added that these brigands were 
co-operating heartily with the Japanese, 
and that they were excellent, hardy fighters, 
well armed with modern weapons.

KUROPATKIN MEANS TO FIGHT. 


And His Troops Hope They Will Be Or- 
dered to Take the Offensive. 


BERLIN, Oct. 5.—A dispatch to the Loka] 
Anzeiger from Mukden says: 

“Gen. Kuropatkin has expressed firm de- 
termination to avail himself of this favor- 
able season of the year for military ac- 
tion. Everything points to a coming re- 
vense for Liao-Yang. 

“The officers and men hope that the pe- 
riod of retreats is past, and that they wil! 
be led against the enemy. 

“The Japanese undoubtedly intended on 
Sept. 27 to attack in three columns from the 
collieries at Yen-Tai, along the Imperial 
road, but desisted when they discovered 
that the Russians fronting them numbered 


60,000." 


TOKIO, Oct. 5.—It is evident that the 
country which is embraced by an irregular 
triangle, the apex of which is Tie Pass, 
with the base running from Mukden to Fu- 
Shun, on the upper reaches of the Hun 
River, will soon the theatre of extensive 
military operations. ;

RAN CONVENTIONS BY ’PHONE. 


W. L. Ward Dictated Nominations of 
Andrus and Carpenter.

WHITE PLAINS, Oct. 5.—-W, L. Ward, 
the Republican leader of Westchester, had 
a@ severe cold to-day, so he stayed at home 
and ran the Republican Congress and Sen- 
ate Conventions by telephone. From his 
cottage on the Sound, at Port Chester, he 
dictated the nominations of John E. An- 
drus, the Mayor of Yonkers, for Congress 
in the Nineteenth District, and of Francis 
M. Carpenter for State Senator in the 
Twenty-second District. 

Mr. Ward got Assemblyman Wainwright 
of Rye in line and had him preside as Chair- 
man over the convention which nominated 
Andrus. Until a short time ago Mr, Wain- 
wright had expected that the Congress 
nomination would go to him for having 
given his services three times as the Re- 


publican candidate for Assembly in close 
elections in his district. 

When it. becamre known that Mr. Wain- 
wright had been side tracked for the Yonk- 
ers Mayor, those who knew of his rather 
impetuous dispositfon predicted that he 
would not only refuse to run again for the 
Assembly, but might bolt the nomination 
of Andrus. The report also went forth 
that Mr. Wainwright’s friend, Senator 
Carpenter, might refuse to run and leave 
the Republicans in the lurch, but both men 
and their friends were in line, 


“TIP ON RACE COST HIS LIFE. 


In Hurry to Reach Morris Park Hardy 
Got on Track—Train Hit Him.

NEW ROCHELLE, N. Y., Oct. 5.—A rac- 
ing tip given to Edward Hardy, a fireman 
on the New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford Railroad, was responsible for his death 
this afternoon at Van Nest station, near 
the Morris Park track. Hardy a few years 
ego inherited $10,000 from his mother’s es- 
tate, but-soon spent it, and of late has been 
firing a locomotive on one of the special 
trains to the track. 

When his train reached Morris Fark to- 


day he changed his clothes, and, jumping 
from the cab, ran for the race track. In 
his anxiety not to miss the third race, for 
which he hada tip to play Glenecho, he did 
not wait to go around the gates, but ran 
across the tracks. While he was crossing 
he saw one train approaching, and stepped 
to the next track to get out of the way, but 
in doing so walked directly In front of an- 
other train. The locomotive passed over 
his body, and he died while being taken to 
the Fordham Hospital. The horse which 
Hardy intended to play won at 8 to i.

NEW MICROBE OF CONSUMPTION 


Phthisis of the Lungs Called Incurable 
at Tuberculosis Congress. 


ST. LOUIS, Oct. 5.—That phthisis of the 
lungs cannot be cured was the statement’ 
made to-day by Dr. Fred Kolbenheyer of 
St. Louis, who, at the Tuberculosis Con- 
gress, explained’ the discoveries of Prof. 
Otto von Schroen of the Royal University 
of Naples. Prof. von Schroen was unable 
to be present and sent his paper to be read. 

Prof. von Schroen explained that a pa- 


tient suffering from consumption could live 
for years in apparent health, but under fa- 
vorable circumstances the germ of the dis- 
ease would become active and destroy the 
lung tissues. In cases of phthisis of the 
lungs, the professor said, he had discovered 
a new germ, which, together with the germ 
that had hitherto been known to doctors to 
destroy all animal life, existed only in the 
cases of phthisis of the lungs. 

A committee of four was appointed to 
enlist the assistan and co-operation of 
rominent educato manufacturers, phi- 
anthropists, and others who may be able 
in various ways to assist in carrying on a 
strong educational campaign against tuber-

CHINA TO GOVERN MANCHURIA ? 


Is Said to Have Appointed a Viceroy 
with Japan’s Approval. 


LONDON, Thursday, Oct. 6.—The Morn- 
ing Post’s correspondent at Shanghai cables 
that the Chinese Government has appointed 
a Viceroy of Manchuria.

Commissioner Featherson went on to say 
that he would try, of course, to get the In- 
ternational Company to take them, and at 
as good a figure as possible. 

“But,” he continued, ‘“‘I have learned 
since I have been in the Dock Department 
that we are making our prices too high. 
The city is pursuing a penny wise and 
pound foolish policy, which puts ready 
money into its coffers, but which eventual- 
ly will drive away much trade. 

“The city has upon other occasions taken 


the ground that the shippin companies 
would not forsake the New York piers— 
that their threat to do so was insincere, It 
is true, however, that the German Line 
went over to Hoboken and built such fine 
piers that we are imitating them in the 
Chelsea scheme. The cotton men, too, used 
to come here to load and unload their cot- 
ton. Now they ship direct from Norfolk. 

‘*It is somewhat hazardous for any Com- 
missioner to suggest that the policy of 
high rentals for pare J privileges is too 
high, no matter what his political views 
may be, and I, too, shall try to get all the 
money I can for the city. The trouble is 
only. that we chase trade away, sometimes 
to Jersey, sometimes further away. 

“I do not think that the International 
Company or the city bound themselves in 
the negotiations which have been had to 
the present time with regard to the five 
and a half piers. The matter is now in the 
hands of the Sinking Fund. 

“There is, of course, a chance that the 
action of the International Company will 
create a precedent. Most of our leases are 
for long periods, however, some of them 
for thirty years. They, of course, hold.” 

Vice President Franklin sald: 

‘*I pretty thoroughly stated our position 
in the letter which I sent to the Commis- 
sioner. We are required to pay, including 
the use of sheds on the piers, $110,000 per 
year. We do not feel that we can compete 
successfully with other lines and pay such 
high prices.”

Mayor McClellan summarily removed the 
entire Board of Municipal Civil Service 
Commissioners from office yesterday, At 
the same time the’ Mayor demanded the 
instant resignation of William P. Schmitt, 
Commissioner of Parks for the Borough 
of the Brorix. The charges against all, 
which the Mayor says. have been proved to 
his satisfaction, are that they used their 
offices for political purposes and certifying 
to false payrolls in violation of the civil 
service laws, 

The ousted members of the Civil Service 
Commission are: John FE; McCooey of 
Brooklyn, who as President of the Board 
received a salary of $6,000 @ year; Edward 
A. Crowninshield, Joseph E. Day, Jerome 


Siegel, all of New York, and Eugene F. 
O'Connor of Brooklyn, who received no sal- 
ary Hal Bell and Mr. O'Connor were the 
Republican members of the board. Mr. 
Bell resigned a week ago, but in a letter to 
him the Mayor says that had he known 
of the proof to be submitted he would 
not have allowed Mr. Bell to resign. 

Before Mayor McClellan removed the 
Civil Service Commissioners he asked for 
their resignations, Three hours after that 
the Mayor appointed their successors, with 
Bird 8S. Coler, ex-Controller, as Chairman. 
The other members of the new board are 
A. J. Talley, a lawyer of 27 William Street, * 
and R. Ross Appleton, Vice President of the 
Fourteenth Street Bank. Mr. Appleton ts 
the age poe member of the new boatfd. 
The will be no’‘further appointments. 
Under Section 123 of the Charter the Mayor 
has the right to make the board consist 
of either three, five, seven, nine, or eleven 
members, and he said that in his opinion 
better work could be secured from a small 
board, 

No act.of the McClellan administration 
has caused such a stir as the act of the 
Mayor. At 11 o'clock yesterday morning 
he sent notice to each of the members of 
the Commission and to Park Commissioner 
Schmitt that they must resign “ instanter.”’ 
At that time it was pretty well known 
around the City Hall that Mr. Coler was 
te head thé new board, At 8 o'clock the 
Mayor, not having received a reply to his 
demand for resignations, appointed the néw 
board and at once swore the members in. 
This in itself had the legal effect of a 
dismissal. Half an hour later the Mayor 
got a letter from Mr. McCooey in which he 
refused to resign. To make assurance 
doubly sure the Mayor then sent him a 
letter removing him from office. Up to the 
time the Mayor left his office he had not 
heard from Commissioner Schmitt. It is 
understood, however, that unless Mr. 
Schmitt’s resignation is received thi# morn- 
ing he will be at once removed and his 
successor appointed. 

Within ten minutes after they had been 
syorn in the new Board of Civil Service 
Ccmmissioners were at 61 Elm Street, 
where the offices of the board are. There 
they at once organized. While all this was 
gcing on the members of the old board were 
in another office voicing their indignation 
at the action of the Mayor. There was no 
question of a contest. The power of the 
Mayor to make the removals is absolute. 


Charges Against Schmitt. 


The charges against Commissioner 
Schmitt are that he used his office for po- 
litical purposes in the most flagrant man- 
ner, and in violation of all the civil service 
laws bearing on the question. To do this 
he used what the Mayor called a very in- 
genious plan of juggling the payrolls, The 
Civil Service Commissioners were charged 
with passing a resolution, retroactive in its 
power and effect, which enabled — Mr. » 
Schmitt to continue his illegal actions, 
seemingly with the consent and knowledge 
of the Civil Service Commissioners. This, 
the Mayor said, might be fairly attributed 
to collusion with Schmitt. ‘They are 
charged with not only’ not enforcing the 
civil service laws but of subverting them, 

Commissioner Schmitt went down.to the 
City Hall yesterday to submit his estimates 
for the coming year to the Board of Bsti- 
mate and Apportionment. Before he got to 
the board room he recejved a tip from some 
one close to the Mayor of what had hap- 
pened. Mr. Schmitt did not wait to put in 
his estimates. He bundled up his docu- 
ments and took the next train back to the 
Bronx. f 

The Mayor's action was brought about by 
the Civil Service Reform Association, and 
was the outcome of an investigation by that 
body of. the conduct of the Civil Service 
Commissioners and of the Department of 
Parks in the Bronx. On Sept. 10 the asso- 
ciation sent a letter to the Mayor, calling 
his attention to the marked neglect of th® 
civi! service regulations by the Civil Serv- 
ice Board itself in administering the labor 
service, The greatest offender in this line, 
the association said, was Commissioner 
Schmitt. 

The labor class in the various city depart- 
ments, it. was explained, is not subject to 
competitive examination, and the laws 
regulating it were formed for the express 
purpose of withdrawing laborers from 
polities. Under the law the first selection 
of laborers must be made from those reg- 
istering first with the board. Thereupon 
follows a physical examination, and the 
priority is given to those who show fitness 
by their past records, and on vouchers as 
to character and ability from former em- 
ployers or reputable citizens. In all, there 
are 15,000 men employed in this class by 
the city.

SHAW DOUBTS RIGHT OF” 
CONGRESS TO USE PROBE 


Argues Against Democratic De- 
mand_for Investigation. 


RIGHTS OF EXECUTIVE BRANCH 


if Congress Can Investigate It, Why 
Cannot It Investigate Congress ? 
He Asks in Effect. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 5.—The biennial 
convention of the National Republican 
League of the United States opened to-day 
at the German House, with thirty-five 
States and ‘Territories represented by dele- 
gations. 

Secretary Shaw made a speech in which 
he devoted considerable attention to the 
plank in the Democratic platform, which 
declares for a thorough investigation of the 
executive departments. He said, in part: 

“It is by no means certain that a. legis- 
lative committee would haye constitutional 
authority to count the money for which the 
Treasurer is responsible, without his con- 
sent. Under the strict construction of the 
Constitution, contended for by Mr, Jeffor- 
son, and quoted with apparent approval by 
the Democratic nominee, it would have no 
authority to give directions to administra- 
tive officials or,to interfere with the dis- 
charge of their respective duties. 

“Congress can amend the laws under 
which the administrative departments oper- 
ate, but the administrative departments 
have sole authority to operate. 

“T fancy it would cause a commotion if 
the Chief Executive should send over @ 
demand for a copy of defeated bills in 
Congress, and for the correspondence be- 
tween Congressmen and their constituents 
with reference thereto, implying thereby 
that there was something wrong. 

“T fancy it would be a subject of com- 
ment if either of the two co-ordinate 
branches of the Government should send 
to the Supreme Court for the files in a 
given case, and should ask for the corres- 
pondence between members of the Supreme 
Court and the supposed parties in interest, 
with the implied insinuation that those 
high officials were believed to be corrupt. 
The Democratic Party of 1896, implied 
at least, and many of the leading Demo- 
cratic orators openly, criticised the Supreme 
Court for its decision holding the income 
tax of 1894 unconstitutional, and some went 


far enough at least to intimate pomething 
more than a difference of opinion. I 
Congress has the right to investigate co-or- 
dinate branches of the Government without 
let or hindrance, why was not a Congress~- 
ional investigation of the Supreme Court 
proposed? 

“If one co-ordinate branch can investigate 
another, independent of impeachment pro- 
ceedings, it would seem at first blush that 
each €o-ordinate branch might investigate 


both the others. 
“Mr. Jefferson seemed to think that the 


executive branch was co-ordinate with the 
legisiative and the judicial branches, and 
that it was subordinate to nothing but the 
laws enacted by Congress as construed by 
the courts. 

“During all the years of our history the 
utmost harmony has prevailed between 
these co-ordinate branches, and God grant 
that harmony may ever prevail.” 

Messages -were read from President 
Roosevelt, Senator Fairbanks, and Chair- 
man Cortelyou. The President’s was as 
follows:

KEHOE’S NOMINATION VOID. 


Only McCarren Men Voted in Fifth— 
Doyle Delegates Had Gone. 


After the roll of delegates had been called 
for the fifty-second time and the dead- 
lock still pevailed in the Senate Conven- 
tion for the Fifth Brooklyn District, which 
met in the clubhouse of the Eighth As- 
sembly District Democratic Club on Tues- 
day night, the tired and war-worn followers 
of Deputy Fire Commissioner Doyle left 
at 6 o’clock yesterday morning, and the 
other members proceeded to nominate As- 
semblyman James J. Kehoe of the Ninth 
District. 

The nomination is void, however, as the 
law requires that a majority of the dele- 
gates be present in order to have a quo- 
rum. The delegates who voted with Doyle, 
and who left the convention, made up 
one-half of the number of delegates. This 
will make it necessary, unless it is found 
that the law points out some other way, 
to refer the nomination to the General Com- 
mittee of the County. This would give the 
nomination to Kehoe, as Senator McCarren 
has pledged him his support. 

Before Deputy Commissioner Doyle with- 
drew with his friends it was suggested by 
them that a recess be taken until 8 
o’clock this evening, This suggestion was 
not entertained, however, and the delegates 


from the Seventh Assembly District then 
withdrew. Half an hour afterward As- 
semblyman Kehoe was declared to be the 
nominee. 


BRYAN’S OPINION OF PARKER. | 


Stands for-Many Things Bryanites Fa- | 
vor, Though Not for Silver. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Oct. 5.—William J. 
Bryan, in a letter to Chairman Harvey C. 
Garber of the Democratic State Committee, 
declining to visit Ohio during the present 
campaign, says: - 

“while Judge Parker announces himself 
as unqualifiedly in favor of the gold stand- 
ard, he is no more objectionable upon this 
question than President Roosevelt, and he 


does stand for many things“in which the 
silver Democrats are interested.

CANDIDATE WATSON 
AT DOLLAR DINNER 


Says He’d Like Clear Commission 
to Militant Democracy. 


WHACKS ST. LOUIS PLATFORM 


If Roosevelt Is Whipped, He Says, It 
Will Be by Man Not Afraid 
to Fight. 


Thomas E. Watson, the Presidential nom- 
inee of the People’s Party, was the guest of 
honor last night at a “dollar dinner’ at 
the Palm Garden, Fifty-eighth Street and 
Lexington Avenue. It was tendered by the 
labor element of his .supporters. 

There were no frills on the dinner. It be- 
gan with oysters, and included soup, an en- 
trée, roast beef, chicken, fruit, cakes, and 
coffee. Dress suits were in the minority 
and there was no wine on the bill of fare, 

As a matter of fact, though, the food was 
@ matter of small consideration to the 
diners. The tables were all well filled, most 
of the places being taken by labor leaders 
and their wives, and the boxes were occu- 
pied by interested onlookers, There were 
few, however, who had come for the pur- 
pose of satisfying their appetite. Those in 
attendance wanted to see and hear the can- 
didate. 

The committee which arranged the dinner 
was headed by William A. Coakley, Presi- 
dent of the International Association of 
Lithcgraphers., At the speakers’ table were 
John J. Mahoney, ex-Secretary of the Al- 
bany County Democracy; Judge Sheldon of 
Connecticut, George Hunnecker, the Peo- 
ple’s Party candidate for Governor in New 
Jersey: J. W. Forest, State Chairman of 
the party; Gustave W. Thomapson, Harvey 
Ingersoll, J. G. Phelps Stokes, A. J. Boul- 
ton, the candidate on the Watson ticket for 
Governo: of New York; James Buchanan, 
former National President of the House- 
gmiths’ Union; Dr. John A. Girdner, Will- 
fam J. Bryan’s friend; Judge Samuei Sea- 
bury of the City Court, Melville G, Pal- 
lser, James A. Egerton, and Judge Gaffney 


of Utica. ; 
There was not a great deal of enthusiasm 


manifested during the evening. There 
were plenty of cheers, but they were, for 
the most part, bestowed with great impar- 
tiality. The nominee got an ovation when 
he appeared, but the cheering which greet- 
ed him was~-no more vociferous than that 
which was accorded to the names of Bryan, 
Altgeld, and Henry George. "When Grover 
Cleveland’s name was mentioned it was 


greeted with hisses. 

Not one of the speakers failed to have his 
fling at the Democratic Party and its stand- 
ard tearer. There was no direct attack, 
however, upon the Reguoioan Party or 
President Roosevelt. he only reference 
made by Mr. Watson to the President was 
in the nature of a tribute to his fighting 
quality, while his address abounded in at- 
tacks upon Mr. Parker. 

Except for their manifestations of ap- 
proval when the names of their particular 
favorites were mentioned the diners pre- 
served their enthusiasm for such passages 
in the speeches as assailed the Democratic 
and Republican Parties or exalted the cause 
of labor. When Mr. Boulton declared that 
Grover Cleveland and Gov, Peabody of 
Colorado were the greatest strike breakers 
the country had ever known there was a 
storm of cheers. 

Every speaker, without exception, de- 
clared the People’s Party to be the only ex- 
ponent of Jeffersonian Democracy, and not 
once was the ht which Mr. Watson is 
making referred to except as a struggle for 
the preservation of the germ of that Democ- 

which, it was declared, was sacrificed 
at St. Louis. 

“T have never so strongly believed in the 

rinciples of Jeffersonian Democracy,’’ said 
Mr. Watson, ‘“‘as I do to-night, and if the 
Pretense at Esopus would get out of my 
way and give me the commission of the 
simon-pure Democracy, the speakers that 
stand for the principles enunciated by Jef- 
ferson, the Democratic press, and the army 
that followed Bryan, I would show you a 
militant Democracy that would go up 
against Republicanism, not in a spirit of 
‘excuse me for being alive,’ but a spirit 
of ‘on your guard—it’s a fight to the 
death,’ "’ 

Mr. Watson was. the last speaker on the 
list. He did not arrive until the dinner 
was half over, an@ when he did put in an 
appearance he was not recogniz immedi- 
ately by those at the tables. 

The topic assigned to him was “‘ Democ- 
racy, past, present, and future.’’ After re- 
citing the history of the party, as it ap- 
peared to him, and decrying its present 

latform and standard bearer, he said that 
he future was enveloped in doubt. 

“Tf Theodore Roosevelt is ever whipped.” 
he declared, “it will be.by_a man who is 
not afraid to fight him. hey may call 
me a side show to the Republican Party, 
and say that they are paying my expenses, 
but the fact remains that am the only 
man in the field that is fighting Roosevelt 
and Rooseveltism. I do wish Judge Par- 
ker would get out of my way, because I’m 
a fighter. 

“On July 4, when I was nominated for 
the Presidency by the People’s Party at 
Springfield, the home of Abraham Lincoln, 
IT was not even a news item. To-day the 
Gold Bug press is firing broadsides at me, 
and I am rejoiced. I love to hear the thun- 
der of.the guns: It shows me that I am 
regosnised as a power to be reckoned with. 

“T am the only man in the field who 
stands for Jeffersonian Democracy.” 

After speaking against ‘“‘a Government 
which breeds vagabonds,’’ Mr. Watson sald: 

“In this campaign of 1904 Theodore 
Roosevelt might safely swallow Parker’s 
platform without fear of an attack of indi- 
gestion, and Parker might take off his 
shoes and waltz barefooted over the Roose- 
velt platform without danger of running a 
splinter in his foot, 

“The party. which T represent does not 

think it can do its work in one day or in 
one campaign. Jeffersonians, your flag was 
pulled down at St. Louis, and you were left 
without leaders. I have picked up your 
standard, and call upon you to rally around 
it. If you do yvour duty we at once create 
a robuet opposition to the Republican Par- 
ty which ll drag it down to overwhelm- 
ing defeat and restore the rule of the peo- 
Pp e ” 
Dr. Girdner, in his speech, said that the 
trusts had “applied modern business 
methods to both parties and put a prize 
crew in command of the good old ship 
Democracy.”

TAMMANY’S. EYE ON MORGAN. 


Protests Against Election Superintend- 
ent’s Examination Methods. 


Tammany Hall, through Charles H. Knox, 
Chairman of the Law Committee, pro- 
tested yesterday to Staté Superintendent of 
Elections Morgan against the manner in 
which examinations of citizenship papers 
are conducted at his office and warned him 
that the organization will hold him to strict 
aceount. Persons subpoenaed, Mr. Knox 
charges, are compelled to wait long at the 
office, and are then éxamined by subor- 
dinates, who often retain their papers, 

The Law Committee has also sent thou- 
sands of circulars to voters, informing them 
of their rights under the law and advising 
them {f subpoenaed by Mr. Morgan to con- 
sult their local Law Committee. Mr, Mor- 
gan said that while it was true that under 
the law only he or his First Deputy had 
power. to administer the oath to witnesses,

He said that more 
than 1,400 papers had been canceled to 
date, and that fourteen arrests. had been 
made yesterday.

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LA FOLLETTE WINS IN 
THE WISCONSIN COURTS 


To Go on the Ballot as Regular 
Republican Candidate. 


COOK TO WITHDRAW FROM RACE 


Supreme Court Dismisses Decision of 
Chicago Convention as Having 
No Weight. 


MADISON, Wis., Oct. 5.—The Supreme 
Court to-day decided the La Follette ticket 
regular. Three Judges, Marshall, Dodge, 
ang Winslow, are for the La Follette fac- 
tion. Chief Justice Cassoday dissents, 
The opinion was by Justice Marshall. 

Samuel A. Cook, the ‘“ Stalwart” or 
Spooner candidate for Governor, will with- 
draw. 

The opinion is based on the fact that the 
law expressly provided for just such a case 
by vesting the State Central Committee 
with power to decide which faction is regu- 
ler. That committee is for La Follette. 

The decision of the Republican National 
Convention at Chicago, which uphe]d the 
Stalwarts, is dismissed by the court as un- 
worthy of consideration, since the law pf 
the State had made the Central Committee 
the deciding authority. 

The opinion rests upon Section 35 of the 
Wisconsin statutes, which contains this 
clause. 

“When two or more conventions or cau- 
cuses shall be held and the nominations 
thereof certified, each claiming to be the 
regular convention or caucus of the same 
pelitical party, preference in designation 
shall be given to the nominations of the 
one certified by the committee which had 
been officially certified to be authorized to 
represent the party.”’ 

The court holds that this clause creates 
a tribunal to decide which convention is 
regular, for the guidance of the Secretary 
of State, the officer who is to give prefer- 
ence to one of the tickets on the official 
ballot. That tribunal is the State Commit- 
tee. 

The Secretary of State being thus direct- 
ed to give preference to the faction recog- 
nized by the State Committee, the statute 
directs that he must, in case the other 
faction does not choose a party name, 
select one for it himself and put it on the 
ballot. It must be one which “ will best 
distinguish ’’ the ticket of the unrecognized 
faction. ee < 

The court holds that the jurisdiction of 
the State Central Committee cannot be im- 
peached on the ground of the “ bias or in- 
terest of some of its members,” because 
the committee is an administrative, rather 
than a judicial, body. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Oct. 5.—There was 
rejoicing in the quarters of the La Follette 
State Central Committee in this city to-day 
upon receipt of the decision of the Supreme 
Court. At the ‘* Stalwart’’ headquarters 
Chairman Goldin announced that he had no 
statement to make at present. 

Henry F. Cochems, Secretary of the La 
Follette committee, said: ‘‘ The decision of 
the court in no way affects the merits of 
those principles which have come to be 
known as the ‘La Follette movement’ in 
Wisconsin. I presume that if there has been 
any real principle contended for by the 
*Stalwarts’ they will continue in the field 
as an independent bolter branch from the 
regular organization.” 


PECK ELECTED.—TAGGART. 


Chairman Also Sure Now of New York 
and Connecticut. 


When the attention of Chairman Taggart 
of the Democratic National Committee was 
called to the decision in Wisconsin he was 
much pleased. / 

“That settles Wisconsin!’ he exclaimed. 
** Peck now will be elected Governor to a 
certainty and there is a mighty good chance 
of electing the Parker and Davis Electors. 
No Spooner or Quarles man would permit 
La Follette to be elected Governor now, 
knowing what would be in store for them, 
and they will vote the Democratic ticket. 
The situation is full of hope for us.” 

Mr. Taggart also said that within the 
last two days he had received many ¢xcel- 
lent reports from various States which had 
been considered doubtful, and that the gen- 
eral situation was most satisfactory. = 

“There has been a change in the list of 
the doubtful States as a result of these re- 
ports,” said the Chairman. ‘‘ When the 
campaign was started New York, New Jer- 
sey, Connecticut, and Indiana were consid- 
ered in the doubtful column, but from the 
reports I have received I am confident New 
York and Connecticut no longer are doubt- 
ful, but are safely Democratic. I also) be- 
lieve we shall carry New Jersey and Indi- 
ana.”” 

At Democratic National Headquarters 
Timothy E. Ryan, member of the Demo- 
cratic Executive Committee for Wisconsin, 
said he believed the decision would result 
in the election of the Democratic State 
ticket and four members of Congress, but 
that it made it more difficult to carry the 
State for the Parker and Davis Electors 
than if the decision had been in favor of the 
Stalwarts. 


MEANS THE END OF QUARLES. 


But Not Necessarily of Spooner—Many 


Stalwarts to Vote for Peck. 
Special to The New York Times, a 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—The victory of 
the La Follette faction, Wisconsin “Repub- 
licans say, will eliminate all doubt in re- 
gard to the way the State will go on 
the Electoral ticket in November. The be- 
lief has crystallized at once that Roosevelt 
will carry the State safely by anywhere 
from 18,000 to 30,000. 

As to the State ticket, the effect of the 
decision handed down to-day will not be 
to produce harmony in the Republican 
ranks or the support of La Follette by the 
solid strength of the party. The country 
vote will probably go to him, Cook with- 
drawing as a candidate. There is a strong 
sympathy throughout the interior of the 
State with the Governor's efforts to bring 
about a reform of railroad taxation and to 
secure for the State more favorable rates 
for transportation, 

The more active Stalwarts are not to be 
expected to come into the La Follette fold, 
They will no doubt many of them refuse 
to vote, Many will support George W. 
Peck. 

The decision makes the more certain the 
disappearance from public life of Senator 
Quarles, as the Legislature is likely to be 
about equally tied between the two fac- 
tions and the Democrats. 

It is more than likely that before many 
weeks pass the real truth in regard to 
Senator Spooner and the present factional 
fight in Wisconsin will be made known, It 
can be stated on the best authority that 
he has not been in sympathy with the so- 
called bolt of the Stalwart faction. He 
was not pleased that he should be forced 
to head the Stalwart delegation to the Chi- 
eago Convention. 

The end is not yet, and will not be until 
it is seen what is left of Gov. La Follette 
after election. But to those who understand 
Wisconsin politics it is clear that even if 

» La Follette should be elected for a third 
term, that would not mean the elimination 
of Spooner from the Republican politics of 
the State. 


GOOD THING FOR ROOSEVELT. 


So Say Republicans of the La Follette 
Decision. 


Republicans at National headquarters ex- 
pressed themselves as well satisfied with 
the decision in| the Wisconsin case. It was 
said that the decision was another instance 
of “ Roosevelt luck,” the expectation being 
that the Stalwarts will now give up their 
fight and thus insure the Electoral vote of 
the State to the President. 

If the President’s friends had won, La 
Foliette’s supporters undoubtedly would 
have carried the fight to the polls, and that 


would seriously have threatened the loss 
of the State to the Republicans. As the 
ease stands, therefore, according to the 
Republican view, the best thing that could 
Lave happened for the President’s interests 
was the triumph of the La Follette faction.

DYNAMITE JARS COUNTRYSIDE. 


Four Hundred Tons Explode at Lake 
Hopatcong—Nobody Hurt. 


Special to The New York Times. 

DOVER, N. J., Oct. .5.—Lake MHopat- 
cong’s shores and the inland country for 
miles around were shaken as by an earth- 
quake, when about 400 tons of dynamite 
exploded for some unknown reason in a 
packing house of the American Forcite 
Company, on the edge of the lake, six 
miles from here, late last night. 

Frightened farmers and villagers leaped 
from their beds as the roar of the ex- 
plosion, not heard a distance until an 
appreciable interval after the quake, died 
away. They fled out of doors lest another 
shock might bring their houses tumbling 
about their ears. Telephones began to 
work for miles around, and it was soon 
learned that nobody had been hurt, the lone 
watchman at the plant having been away 
from the packing house when the explosion 
occurred. ’ 

The packing house, like every other work- 
ing building at the plant, was of light 
frame construction, one story high. It cov- 
ered a plot 125 by 5O feet. The plant oc- 
cupies a large territory, and all the build- 
ings dre as far apart as possible. There 
have been several explosions at the plant 
during the last ten years, but in all only 
one life has been lest. Rats or other ani- 
mals are generally believed to cause the 
explosions.

WOMAN THE THIEF’S AIDE. 


She Tells When Milady Leaves Without

WHICH SYSTEM IS BEST ? 


Charles P. G. Scott, Ph. D., prominent editor of the Cen- 
tury Dictionary, now editor-in-chief of the new Worcester Dictionary 
(in ceurse of revision), speaking of diacritical markings used in pro- 
nunciation of words in various dictionaries, says:

INCREASE FOR SCHOOLS 
LIKELY TO BE DENIED 


: Board of Estimate Hears Board of 
Education’s Argument. 


MAKING UP THE CITY BUDGET 


Commissioner Lummis Thinks a Check 
Should Be Put Upon Superintendent 
Maxwell—Estimate Too Large. 


The Board of Estimate sat again yester- 
day to hear reasons from the heads of the 
various city departments why the general 
increases asked for should be appropriated. 
The Board of Education appropriated most 
of the time at the disposal of the Mayor 
and his associates, but it is not at all likely 
that the schools will get the $24,231,850.82 
they ask for this year. This is $2,887,489.38 
more than the Board of Education got last 
year. 

In the absence of Acting President Bab- 
bott, Commissioner William Lummis of the 
Finance Committee presented the report. 
The question came up as to the authority 
of the Board of Education over the City 
Superintendent and his associates, who 
have the initiative in many matters per- 

aining to the schools, and who are ap- 
pointed by the Board of Education, 

“Have you the power of removal ?” 
asked the Mayor, “or do you create them 
and they become your masters?”’ 

Commissioner Lummis was uncertain as 
to the power of the board, but he thought 
that some check should be put upon the 
City Superintendent. 

After questioning the power of the Board 
1f Education to make a five-year contract 
for schoo} supplies, a contract which would 
ind also their successors in office, the dis- 


cussion turned again upon the question of ¥ 


sittings for the pupils and the relations be- 
tween the School Board and the City Super- 
intendent. Commissioner Lummis went on 
to explain some of the difficulties. ‘‘ These 
are great questions,’’ he said, ‘“‘a4nd we 
must go slowly.’’ 

“There is no question about that,” inte 
rupted Mayor McClellan; ‘“‘ you’ve gone 
slowly.” 

Mr. Lummis admitted that personally he 
thought the estimate submitted by Mr. 
Maxwell was too large. He said, however, 
that inasmuch as some of the saving last 
year was accomplished by cutting the sala- 
ries of teachers and by employing 500 sub- 
stitutes as such instead of putting them on 
the permanent roll, he thought the appro- 
priation should be large enough to remedy 
hat matter. 

From his statement Mr. Lummis read 
that $1,352,000 was wanted for janitors.

THIRTY DROWNED IN FLOODS. 


Great Destruction of Property in the 
Southwest. 
DALLAS, Texas, Oct. 5.—It is estimated 


that not fewer than thirty persons have 
lost their lives, mostly by drowning, in the 


Pecos and Canadian Rivers, as a result of 


the floods in Oklahoma, Indian Territory, 
the Panhandle of Texas and New Mexico, 
while the destruction of property has been 
very great. 

Reports received to-day at railroad head- 
quarters in Dallas show that not fewer 
than a dozen bridges have been swept 
away and miles of track washed out in 
the territory mentioned. A bridge at Pur- 


cell, Indian Territory, was carried away 
to- day and five persons were swept down 
the stream with the ruins of the structure. 
Railroad officials estimate that it will re- 
quire an outlay of at least $1,000,000 to 
repair the property of the roads in the 
flood districts.

THE MAYOR AND THE MERIT SYS- 
TEM. 

The offenses for which the Mayor has 
removed the Civil Service Commissioners 
of the city and Park Commissioner 
Scumirt of the Bronx are precisely those 
which Tammany has practiced for many 
years with eagerness and persistence, 
and which it was very generally supposed 
both by the opponents of Mr. MCCLELLAN 
and by his most zealous Tammany sup- 
porters that he would regard with tolera- 
tion if not with favor. The action of the 
Mayor, in full accordance with his offi- 
cial duty strictly and honorably con- 
strued, is the more gratifying on this 
account. It is more prompt and thorough 
than anything of the sort that we re- 
member from any Mayor of any party. 
It entitles him to the utmost credit, and 
is refreshingly stimulating to confidence 
in his dealing with the civil service, al- 
ways a matter of thorny difficulty under 
any administration. When the charges 
on which these officials were removed 
were submitted to the Mayor by the 
Civil Service Reform Association he not 
only promised immediate and careful in- 
vestigation, but he established an entire- 
ly novel precedent by thanking the asso- 
ciation for its work of preliminary in- 
quiry and asking its co-operation in fut- 
ure to secure a faithful enforcement of 
the laws and rules. He has certainly 
képt his promise in letter and spirit, and 
all good citizens have a right to take 
courage from the manner in which he has 
dealt with “a body of disinterested men 
engaged in what has often proved a 
thankless task. 

The offenses of the Commissioners of 
ihe Civil Service and of the Bronx Park 
Commissioner may be summed up very 
briefly. They used or connived at the 
use of the employment of laborers from 
partisan motives. The system of rules 
and the civil service law provide that 
laborers shall be employed impartially in 
accordance with their ability to do need- 
ed work, and in the order in which they 
apply and are registered, The rules and 
the law also require that when laborers 
thus impartially selected and employed 
are laid off for want of work, they shall 
be retained on the rolls and shall receive 
employment again in preference to new 
men so soon as work exists. The trick 
which the Civil Service Commissioners 
tailed to defeat and punish, as was their 
clear duty, was substantially this. Men 
selected in accordance with the rules 
were suspended from work, and new men, 
largely of Tammany selection, were em- 
ployed in their places. In this way the 
purpose of the rules was baffled. The 
right secured to eyery workingman by 
the rules to have a fair and open chance 
at city work without courting the favor 
of politicians was violated. The politi- 
cians were given exactly the control over 
the men working for the city which the 
rules were intended to abolish. It was 
one of the usual scurvy, greedy tricks 
of the partisan politicians against the 
equal rights of citizens, and it was the 
more disgraceful because it was directed 
against a class that is little able to de- 
fend its equal rights. 

In this matter the Mayor has not only 
performed a plain public duty in a 
prompt, efficient, and praiseworthy fash- 
ion, and a duty which his predecessors 
have not seen so clearly or met so vigor- 
ously, but he has shown himself a true 
friend of the workingmen. He has de- 
fended their rights and struck a heavy 
blow at a policy insulting to their self- 

respect. 

"The selection of Civil Service Commis- 
sioners to suceeed those thus sum- 
marily and deservedly removed is quite 
in the spirit of the removal itself. Mr, 
CoLeR, who is named as President of the 
commission and will have much to do 
with giving it character—though he has 
at times been a pronounced partisan—is a 
man of experience in the second adminis- 
trative office of the city, and in this 
showed firmness, courage, and ability. 
He must know. what is néeded in his new 
place and how to give it. Mr. APPLETON 
and Mr. TALLEY are also men of excel- 
lent reputation, and the former has made 
a creditable record in Brooklyn. We 
think that much may be expected of the 
new commission, One thing is of ex- 
treme importance and significance. The 
Mayor has established very clearly a high 
standard of conduct in these positions. 
If the new men do not come up to it, they 
know the fate that awaits them. 


JAPAN’S FUTURE. 

There has lately been published in Ger- 
many a book called “ Japan, Our Father- 
jand.” It consists of chapters written by 
well-known Japanese writers on subjects 
on which their names carry authority, 
respectively. Doubtless the most impor- 
tant of these contributions is the first 
chapter, “The Development of Japan,” 
by Marquis Iro, generally recognized 
abroad as well as at home as the most 
important of living Japanese statesmen, 
doubtless the most important of the 
Japanese statesmen who have appeared 


during the new era of Japan which began 
in 1868. We extract the most striking 
parts of his paper: 


The foreign commerce of Japan has made, 
since the restoration of 1868, important 
progress; the United States have become 
our best customers. We ought not to limit 
ourselves to that economic conquest, but 
we should seek to create for ourselves in 
China an immense outlet for our products. 
It is natural that the development of our 
commerce should obey the law of supply and 
demand; if we have no demand for our 
products we cannot increase our commerce, 
even though our production should be ade- 
quate to supply important needs, We must 
then necessarily enlarge the field of our 


} exports in all directions, and at the same 


time develop our country to a greater pro- 
duction. In my opinion China can absorb 
much more of our products than she does, 
and can gradually become our best custom-~- 
er. We should then watch very attentively 
the course of events in that country. From 
these reflections it follows that, even from 
the single point of view of our commercial 
relations with China, that country requires 
all our attention. We are forced, moreover, 
to take a great interest in the political 
changes which may modify the state of 
things in China. Many cases may arise in 
which Japan would be obliged to abandon 
her passive attitude. In these circum- 
stances, it is indispensable that we com- 
plete our military preparations and that we 
give at the earliest moment a solid basis 
to our finances. The Government has the 
duty of concerning itself with these neces- 
sary preparations, and the people ought 
also to be convinced of the truths above 
set forth, so as to be prepared when unex- 
pected events occur, 

Although this is just now published, it 
might have been written at any time 
within the past decade, after, or even be- 
fore, the war with China broke out, after, 
or even before, Russia, backed by France 
and Germany, intervened to r-event Ja- 
pan from reaping the fruits oz her vic- 
tory in that war. In fact, the detached 
and academic tone in which the Marquis 
announces his conclusions makes the 
publication of them, in the midst of a 
war Vital to his country, all the more re- 
markable. The remarks themselves are 
of a piece with all the official outgivings 
of Japan as to her objects in the war, In 
Europe Marquis ITo’s propositions are 
taken as “threats.” There is no reason 
why they should be. Japan’s intention, 
as she has all along announced it, is to 
get so much of China’s trade as she can 
get with a fair field and no favor. She 
showed her good faith ten years ago in 
proclaiming that all nations might trade 
with her conquest in Manchuria on equal 
terms with herself, and her opposition to 
Russia proceeds from the fact that Rus- 
sia’s occupation of Manchuria was ex- 
clusive, and aimed at a monopoly of the 
country. The declaration simply rein- 
forces the previous showing that the 
sympathy of the trading nations as such 
should go to Japan in her conflict with 
Russia.

Well, it is a condition, not a theory, 
that confronts you. THEODORE RoosE- 
veLT is honest, is he not? You believe, 
do you not, that he is upright, that he is 
an incorruptible man, that he has a 
stainless reputation? Of course you do, 
and THe Times does. But there is Cor- 
TELYOU. How do you explain him? Cer- 
tainly and beyond all question the Presi- 
dent is responsible for CoRTELYov, He 
transferred him from his own Cabinet to 
the Chairmanship of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee, much to the surprise 
and anger of the politicians. And it is 
equally beyond question that Chairman 
CorTEtYov is going about among the 
chiefs of the great railroad systems and 
big industrial combinations soliciting 
contributions to the President's campaign 
fund. Will you or will any man of can- 
dor and common sense have the hardi- 
hood to deny that this is scandalous, that 
it is a corrupting, unspeakable business? 
Washington dispatches say that Mr. 
CORTELYOU assures the President that no 
pledge has been given to any, Trust or 
corporation. No one but a child would 
imagine that any express verbal pledges 
er promises have heen made by Mr. Cor- 
TELYOU. They would be quite superfiu- 
ous, The tender of a check by the Presi- 
dent of a great corporation, and the ac- 
ceptance of it by Mr. CorTEeLyov, would 
be quite sufficient to convince any man 
of sensitive mind that the President had 
allowed his reputation to be compro- 
mised. ‘ 

As Secretary of Commerce and Labor 
Mr. CoRTELYOU has occupied toward the 
corporations the relation ef public inquis- 
itor. That is flagrantly inconsistent 
with his present relation to them of a 
solicitor of their funds for political use. 
Moreover, it is understood and expected 
that Mr. CoRTELYov will return to the 
Cabinet to fill the yacaney ereated by 
the death of Postmaster General Paynre. 
In that office he will have to pass upon 
the contracts of the railroads for carry- 
ing United States mails. Could any fair- 
ly scrupulous man honestly hold the view 
that there is no impropriety in his taking 
checks from corporations that must pres- 
ently appear before him with the hope 
and intent of making profitable contracts 
with the Government? The responsibil- 
ity of the President for Chairman Cor- 
TELYovu and his acts being indisputable, 
does not our correspondent feel down 
deep in his soul that Mr, Roosrvetr is 
compromised by these doings? 

It is a condition, as we havé seid, yet 


we have heard a theory advanced to ex- 
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plain the eb te proceeding. It is 
that Mr. Roose T is so completely pos- 
sessed by the notion that all right and all 
honesty, the Nation’s welfare, and the 
people’s prosperity are summed up in 
him, while vice, wrong, and ruin are the 
exclusive property of the Democracy, 
that in his mind no question is ever raised 
concerning the means employed to secure 
his continuance in office. Believing him- 
self to be infallible, he also believes, as a 
matter of course, that his agents and 
their methods are without blame. This 
explanation, we think, is distinctly more 
alarming than would be the theory that 
Mr. ROosEVELT was consciously stooping 
to improprieties, for the incumbent of a 
great office who believes that he can do 
no wrong would follow his chosen paths 
in any direction without stop or hin- 
drance, The inhibitions of conscience 
would never be applied, the checks of the 
moral sense would be wanting in the case 
of one who firmly believed that he was 
always right. If that is the explanation, 
Mr. ROOSEVELT is a more dangerous 
President than they believe who have 
opposed his re-election on the ground 
that he was too impatient of the re- 
straints of the law and of the Constitu- 
tion, too fond of excitements and tu- 
mults, and too ardent a lover of the glo- 
ries of war. 


TO BUSINESS MEN. 

Mr. FREDERICK SEYMOUR, a lawyer 
practicing in this city, has been named 
for Congress by the Democrats of the 
Eleventh District of New Jersey, of 
which he is a resident. In his letter of 
acceptance he makes an argument direct- 
ly to the business men and to the work- 
ingmen of New Jersey in a sensible and 
practical fashion. 

He points out that the interests of New 
Jersey are very largely manufacturing, 
and that “in common with all the sea- 
board States it is hard hit by our pres- 
ent tariff on raw materials which enter 
into the various processes of domestic 
industry and on articles partly made up 
which are virtually raw materials, and on 
animals and foods.” “The true policy,” 
he justly declares, “is to receive raw 
materials free of duty, manufacture them 
at the coast, and send them back ovér 
the sea, saturated with American labor, 
American sagacity, American bysiness 
enterprise.”” He indicates the silk indus- 
try as one that has prospered under free 
materials, while woolen industries have 
fallen off one-third in a decade, anc 
glass has fallen in twenty years from 
the first to the third place. He asks why 
wood workers, wool manufacturers, glass 
workers, tanneries, and leather goods 
factories should be taxed on their mate- 
rials in the name of protection to Ameri- 
can industry. And he makes this state- 
ment as to the relations of the tariff. to 
the labor question: 


The labor question and the tariff are 
closely connected, but in a very different 
way from what our opponents say. While 
no Feéderal law can directly raise wages, 
the Federal Government can ascertain the 
facts, and can make plain the general prin- 
ciples to be. derived from them, and can 
settle to the acceptance of all men that 
raw materials and coal are dearer on the 
Atlantic Coast than in the great interior 
manufacturing centres, that the seaboard 
is the best place to manufacture for the 
export trade, that the cost of labor in man- 
ufactured products is less in the United 
States than anywhere else in the world, 
that the tariff on most manufactured 
goods is twice and, in many instances, four 
times the cost of labor in the product, that 
the tariff is excessive and injurious, that it 
is the direct cause of part-time work in 
our factories, that the cost of living is in- 
creased by the tariff, and that the increased 
cost of manufactured goods does not go to 
labor, and having established these facts 
may publish them. 

Mr. Seymour has struck the right note. 
There is no room for question that the 
relief of our manufactures by taking off 
the tax on materials and on fuel would 
go further toward promoting their devel- 
opment than any other single measure; 
and it would be simple justice. 


ODELLISM AS AN INCUBUS. 

Goy, ODELL, one would say, cannot 
consider the prospects of the campaign 
without experiencing certain twinges, 
Betting, unless it be “ hedging,” has at 
least the advantage of showing the sin- 
cerity of the bettor’s belief in the propo- 
sitions upon which he is willing to risk 
his money. Yesterday’s reports from 
Wall Street set forth that whereas bet- 
tors upon the carrying of this State by 
Judge PARKER were offering only “even 
money,” ‘though to be sure without get- 
ting their offers taken, the same persons 
were offering odds of ten to eight, and 
even ten to seven, upon the election of 
Judge HERRICK, and offering it equally 
in vain. 

Why this difference? There can be but 
one answer, The Republican candidate 
for Governor is assumed to be the repre- 
sentative of ODELL and Odellism. So 
odious has OpELL made Odellism that it 
is assumed that his and its representa- 
tive will run from 20 to 80 per cent. be- 
hind the normal Republican vote of the 
State. The lesson inculcated by the cur- 
rent computation of political chances 
ought to be impressive to the Governor, 
and salutary for the party which con- 
tinues to submit itself to his sway. 


EDUCATION, WEST AND EAST. 

President Harper of the Chicago Uni- 
versity has in the current number of The 
North American Review a modest and 
temperate but very significant article on 
* Higher Education in the West.” He 
does not assert but he pretty plainly sug- 
gests that in the institutions for higher 
learning in the West some things have 
been gotten rid of which still survive in 
the East, and which are not good things, 
and that some conditions exist there 
which are absent in the Hast, which are 
essentially good conditions. 

In a general way he makes his compar- 
ison on what he calis the prevalence of 
the mediaeval or the modern spirit. The 
former causes the students to be regard- 
ed as in some way different from the or- 
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dinary citizen, with privileges as of a 
special caste, relieved from some usual 
obligations; and as instances he cites the 
hazing of freshmen, boisterous behavior 
in public of student crowds, the repudia- 
tion of police authority, and the idea of 
college authority excluding it. Another 
element arising from this caste feeling is 
the relation of the Faculty to the stu- 
dents, that of superior position, rather 
than that of fraternal co-operation be- 
tween young men and older engaged in 
the same pursuit. Again, coeducation 
in the West Dr, HARPER regards as a 
modern development as distinguished 
from the sharp separation of the sexes 
in accordance with the mediaeval rule. 
Still again the lower rate of expenditure 
in the West is more democratic in its ef- 
fect and in its origin. Dr. HARPER 
thinks that the spending of more than 
$1,000 a year is the exception among 
Western students, and spending less than 
that is the exception in the East. Finally 
the higher education of the West is pur- 
sued generally with a more definite pur- 
pose, and in that sense is more practical. 
Near the end of his article Dr.. HARPER 
asks the following rather searching ques- 
tions: 


Is it true, as the representative of East- 
ern institutions themselves have said, that 
in the larger and to some extent in the 
smaller colleges, it has ceased to be the 
proper thing, indeed the regular thing, for 
men to study? Is it true that a change has 
come over Eastern college life, and that 
to-day serious study on the part of the 
students is no longer a recognized part of 
college life, or that it is so inconsiderable a 
factor in that life as to occasion apprehen- 
sion and alarm? Is it true that certain men 
well known in Eastern circles have given 
this question very careful attention, and 
are hoping for a solution, at least in part, 
to come out of the growing influence of 
Western higher education upon the East? I 
have heard these questions asked and an- 
swered affirmatively by representative 
Hastern educators; men whose candor was 
surpassed cnly by the intense anxiety which 
filled their souls upon this point. 


A side light is thrown on the state- 
ments and suggestions of Dr. HARPER 
by the remarks which Dr. Evtor of Harv- 
ard is reported to have made to the 
freshmen of that college on Monday: 


“I have heard it stated,” he said, “ that 
the gentleman's mark in Harvard is “ o 
the different grades of scholarship being, 
respectively, A, B, C. D, and E.’ A is ex- 
cellence, E is failure. You can easily see 
where C belongs. 

“The gentleman is therefore not to be an 
effective, strong worker, not a strenuous 
seeker after knowledge. Can you imagine a 
more indifferent, shiftless, lazy person loaf- 
ing through four years of college life? Or 
can there be a stupider idea than that of a 
gentleman, especially of a gentleman in a 
democracy?”

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——It is a curious commentary on the doc- 
trines and theorles of “ heredity’ that Mr. 
THoMas A. EDISON, in an effort to pre- 
vent the misuse to the public's injury of a 
name known all over the world as a 
synonym for inventive power and brilliant 
suecess in putting scientific knowledge to 
practical uses, should have been obliged 
formally to express the conviction that his 
own son “has never shown any ability as 
an inventor or expert,"’ and that the young 
man is “incapable of making an invention 
or discovery of merit.” That genius of the 
sort obviously different in quality from 
talent is not transmissible from father to 
son was recognized long ago and is a mat- 
ter of universal observation, but about Mr. 
Epison himself there are no signs of abnor- 
mol'++-—-nothing to indicate that he is a cul- 
minating explosion of mysteriously con- 
verged forces. His achievements, while nu- 
merous and remarkable, have been such as 
were compatible with, and, indeed, depend- 
ent on, that perfect sanity with which 
genius is rot often credited, and there was 
some reason for expecting, or at least no 
good reason for not expecting, that his son, 
trained by Mr. Epison himself in environ- 
ments incessantly suggestive of a search for 
néw applications of the sciences, would fol- 
low in the father’s footsteps, and possibly 
enough go further in the same path. He 
has done nothing of the kind. It would be 
useless, and irrelevant to the p@mt under 
consideration, to discuss here what he has 
done, But of course the lamentable phenom- 
enon revealed by Mr. Epison’s petition for 
the issuance of a “‘ fraud order” against a 
company with which his son’s connection 
has been both too close and too remote 
dees not prove that there is nothing in 
“heredity.”” We know better than that— 
know that it is a controlling principle of all 
life, just as we know that lightning moves 
according to laws as definite as those goy- 
erning the movement of light—but it is still 
as difficult to predict the workings of he- 
redity as those of lightning, and in the 
case of genius, or eyen of talent approach- 
ing it. we cannot.even guess what is going 
to happen. : 


——There is a good deal of warrant for 
the impatience displayed yesterday by one 
of our correspondents in discussing the 
letter of another correspondent who had 
signed himself ‘‘ Taxpayer.’’ People who 
use that signature do show a ‘very trying 
tendency, when engaged in newspaper or 
other controversy, to ignore the indisputa- 
ble fact that between the direct and the in- 
direct payment of taxes there is no great 
difference, and certainly not enough to 
excuse their assumption that the direct 
taxpayers are the only taxpayers worthy 
of the name, and haye a superior right to 
speak on public affairs. But did not our 
impatient correspondent go quite as far in 
his denials as his antagonist did in his im- 
plications? The direct taxpayer pays no 
more than the indirect taxpayer, and puts 
off upon the latter every cent that he can, 
but there is always a remainder he cannot 
put off, and he no more escapes indirect 
taxation than does the man who is not 
directly assessed. We all have to pay in 
the end for what we get or enjoy, and, in 
the ultimate analysis, perhaps the inequal- 
ities of taxation are not as great as they 
seem to those who look only at the surface 
of things. Our irritated correspondent was 
correct, however, in declaring that no sin- 
gle class in any community is justified in 
assuming as distinctive the title of tax- 
payer, He was wrong only when he cred- 
ited, or discredited, the tax dodger with 
complete success. The proverb that links 
death and taxes as inevitable for all does 
come terribly close to the truth—and very 
much closer than do ninety-nine proverbs 
in a hundred. 


—That much-neglected subject, suburban 
sanitation, is discussed with a full knowl- 
edge of the facts by Dr. G. A. Soper in 
an address of which an adequate abstract 
is printed by The Medical News. Suburban 
towns, with their handsome cottages, green 
lawns, and well-kept roads, convey an im- 
pression so pleasing that few think to in- 
quire whether or not the public health 
service in them is efficiently performed, 
and very often appearances are deceptive. 
Ususily the members of their Health 
‘Boards serve without pay, and not infre- 
quently these bodies contain not a single 


man with any special training for such 
work, The water supply is not always pure, 
and it is not always carefully guarded, 
sewers are often defective or inadequate, 
hospital accommodations are rarely suffi- 
cient, and in a majority of cases the most 
important detail of all health work, the 
registration of vital statistics, is so neglect- 
ed that nobody really knows whether the 
suburban town is healthy or nut As for 
the borderland between the city proper and 
the suburbs proper, that is almost invaria- 
bly in extremely bad sanitary condition 
end a fertile breeding place for malaria 
and similar maladies. As a remedy for 
these evils, Dr. Sopmr advises the suburban 
health officials first of all to make up for 
the lack of paid employés by using all 
the volunteer assistance they can get from 
doctors, public-spirited citizens, and local 
improvement organizations. He declares 
the policy of indifference or of hiding facts 
to be fatal, and commends the regular pub- 
lication of reports showing exactly what 
has been done and what needs doing. When 
bad, these reports will lead to action, and 
when good they will form an extremely 
valuable advertisement for the town, re- 
paying a thousandfold, even from the 
standpoint of the real estate dealer, for 
the expenditures of which they tell the 
story: Anybody familiar with New York's 
suburbs knows that the dangers described 
by Dr. Sopmr exist and that the remedies 
he suggests are too often more or less 
neglected. 


—- In a recent issue of THE Times there 
appeared the report of an interview with 
Davip BeEuwasco, telegraphed from York, 
Penn., in which that gentleman somewhat 
freely expressed his views of the so-called 
theatrical syndicate, and attempted to 
piace upon its members the responsibility 
for a large part of the possible mishaps of 
a theatrical season. The opinions expressed 
and the judgments passed upon the theat-~- 
rical syndicate by Mr. BeLasco were his 
own altogether; this newspaper disclaims 
any support or indorsement of them. While 
some of Mr. BELasco’s criticisms supply 
their own answer and corrective, THE 
Trunms feels that as a whole his utterances 
upon the oceasion noted were of a nature 
intended chiefly to gratify his own per- 
sonal feelings, and therefore the publica- 
tion of them was a departure from the pol- 
icy and practice of THE TIMES, which 
makes this disclaimer a matter of duty to 
ourselves as well as of justice to the ob- 
jects of Mr. BELAsco’s comments.

NEED FOR MORE POLICEMEN. 


A Young Girl Suggests Some Reforms 
in City Administration. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

For almost three years I have been a 
steady reader of your very valuable paper, 
and I hope you will kindly devote a little 
space to my letter. 

I am a girl of seventeen, and know very 
little about politics, the Government of 
this city, the police, &c., so I appeal to you 
ot to some of your kind readers to please 
answer me the following question: 

Within about seven months my family 
were robbed twice while liying in two en- 
tirely different districts, and when I re- 
ported it at the police stations the Police 
Sergeants in both cases informed me that 
the robberies would have never occurred 
if there were more policemen, for they have 
just about half as many men as they need. 

Now, what I would like to know is 
whether their statements are true, or is 
that only an excuse they give in order to 
cover up the negligence of their men. If 
it is true cannot the city, or Police Com- 
missioner McAdoo, or whoever has charge 
ef it, appoint more men so that the citi- 
zens of New York will be properly pro- 
te¢ted? Do not all citizens pay enough 
taxes to warrant this extra expense, which 
is more necessary than thousands of dol- 
lars that are spent annually on mere 
trifles?

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ROOSEVELT YIELDS TO WOMEN, 


To Give Them Work on Soldiers’ Clothes 
and Suspend Contract Plan. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—The delegation 
representing the women of Philadelphia 
who earn a living by making soldiers’ cloth- 
ing appeared at the White House at 1:30 
P. M., were at once admitted to see the 
President, and in twenty minutes emerged 
from the executive office wearing the glad 
smile of victory, 

The President said that he sympathized 
with the appeal which had been made for 
the women who work on soldiers’ clothing 
for a livelihood. He assured his visitors 
that he would temporarily suspend the cone 
tract plan of doing the work and require a 
thorough investigation into the whole mat- 
ter for future determination. 

It is said that bids were to be asked for 
the making of 55,000 pairs of trousers, 
which will be withheld and the work will 
be given to the wcmen. 

The controversy over the making of army 
clothing presents many arguments for and 
against the present practice of letting the 
work out to widows, daughters, and kin of 
old soldiers. The first consideration is the 
cost. 

It is clearly shown by what is now paid 
and what respensible contractors have of- 
fered to do the work for that there is a de- 
cided saving. On trousers it is 7 cents a 
pair. On army shirts it is 11 cents. Oa 
the dark-blue shirts it is 19 cents. 

The difference is not paid by the Govern- 
ment, as many suppose, but by the soldier 
who draws his clothing. 

With the work going out into hundreds of 
homes it is impracticable for the Govern- 
ment to inspect the making as thoroughly 
as is desired. It is firmly believed at the 
War Department that_the clothes are not 
as well made as they would be by contract. 


THE PRESIDENT INTERVENED. 


Disputed Gustoms Decision Changed in 
Favor of Importer. 


Assistant Secretary of the Treasury Arm- 
strong sent telegraphic instructions yester- 
Aay to the Collectors of Customs at New 
York and Boston instructing them to allow 
importers to add to invoice values to make 
market values in every case where the 
name of the original seller was clearly set 
forth in the invoice. This order is by per- 
sonal direction of President Roosevelt, and 
is the result of negotiations carried on by 
W. Wickham Smith, counsel for George 
Borgfeldt & Co., a large importing house. 

It is the custom of this house to buy all 
over Europe, collect the purchases at one 
of their European branches, and then send 
them to the United States in one shipment. 
About six weeks ago a shipment arrived at 
Boston, and the Collector there took the 
position that because the goods were con- 
signed from one branch of the house to an- 
other they were consigned, and he declined 


to allow the firm to add to make market 
value, 

Mr. Smith asked the Treasury Depart- 
ment to review the Collector’s action, and 
the Collector was upheld. Mr. Smith then 
wrote to the President, informing him of 
the curtness with which he had been treat- 
ed in the matter. The President’s secre- 
tary, Mr. Loeb, wrote that the President 
had instructed the Treasury Department to 
consult with the Attorney General, and the 
decision in favor of Borgfeldt & Co. was 
announced from Washington yesterday. 


SLOCUM REPORT IN A WEEK. 


President’s Secretary Promises It—Will 
Do‘ “ Absolute Justice,”

After the reading of the letter, President 
Charles Dersch said that there was nothing 
to be done but wait patiently until the com- 
mission had made its report, but that if 
the question of the persons culpable for the 
catastrophe was not settled by that body, 
they must see that they got justice them- 
selves. 

Policeman Gustavus Gick of the Alexan- 
der Avenue Police Station was then intro- 
duced by President Dersch as having been 
one of the foremost in saving lives during 
the Slocum disaster. In behalf of Paul C, 
Port, whose wife was saved from drowning 
by Gick Curing the disaster, Mr. Dersch 
presented to the policeman a gold watch 
studded with diamonds and bearing an in- 
scription telling of the rescue. Gick made 
a little speech that was applauded loudly. 


HURTS SCHOOL PUPILS’ EYES, 


Educator Condemns Abandonment of 
Electric Light in Many Buildings. 


The Department of Water, Gas and Elec- 
tricity, which has had control of the ap- 
propriation for lighting the public schools 
sipce August, has ordered the electric cur- 
rent cut off in all schools which are not 
lecture centres. An official of the Depart- 
ment of Education declared yesterday that 
the move was one in effect to ruin the 
children’s eyes. 

The Department of Education some time 
ago installed electric lights in the schools 
because the burning of gas was considered 
unhealthy and did not furnish sufficient 
light for class work. The shut down on 
electricity is said to have been brought 
about by the increased demand for arti- 
ficial light in the recreation centres and 
evening schools. 


HAYES AND McADOO CONFER. 


Firemen and Police Will Now Work 
More Smoothly Together. 


Police Commissioner McAdoo and Fire 
Commissioner Hayes in a discussion yester- 
day at Police Headquarters, which lasted 
more than an hour, came to an agreement 
on a modus vivendi that may result in more 
harnionious telations between the rank and 
file of their departments. Neither will issue 
an order to his department. The principal 
points settled are that there are to be bet- 
ter fire lines at fires and that the officers 
of the Fire Department are to elect where 
their injured or disabled men are to go. 

The statements made by Chief Croker in 
criticising the police last week were not 
considered at the conference. Last evening 
Commissioner Hayes said that his talk 
with Mr. McAdoo had resulted in a better 
understanding, and the Police Commission- 
er, while he did not care to discuss the 
matter in detail, said that he and Mr. 
Hayes had had a very satisfactory talk. 


NAVY INSTALLING WIRELESS. 


Twenty-two Stations Established and 
Sixty More to Come. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—Admiral Man- 
ney, Chief of the Bureau of Equipment of 
the Navy Department, has been pushing 
the establishment of wireless telegraph 
stations for naval and general maritime 
use. A report addressed by him to the 
Secretary of the Wavy shows that the bu- 
reau already has established twenty-two 
stations along the coast.

DEMANDS THAT WAR CEASE, 


Boston Peace Congress Appeals to tha 
Czar and the Mikado. 


BOSTON, Oct. 5.—The International 
Peace Congress to-day adopted resolutions” 
calling upon the Emperors of Russia and 
Japan to end the war either by direct ne- 
gotiations or by having recourse to the 
friendly offices of some power or powers, 
and upon the signatory powers of Ths 
Hague convention to press upon the Gov«< 
ernments of Russia and Japan the impu,‘« 
ance of putting an end to the strife. 

Prof. Th. Ruyssen of France urged that 
the President of the United States take 
the initiative in the matter. France, he 
said, was not likely to move first for the 
reason that France was allied with Russia 
in a way which would make the step diffi- 
cult, But France and Great Britain would 
act in perfect accord. 

Dr. Scherer of Russia said that the senti- 
ment of the people of Russia was in favor 
of the principle of peace. 

A difference of opinion arose over tia 
wording of a cablegram, which had been 
prepared to send to Andrew Carnegie, and 
which read: 

“The International Peace Congress in 
Boston, the largest and most confident ever 
assembled, gratefully greets the builder of 
The Temple of Peace at The Hague and the 
generous and earnst worker for the world’s 
just and rational organization.’’ 

John Martin of New York objected to the 
reference to Mr. Carnegie as ‘‘an earnest

Great Britain's policy 
was vigorously defended by Col. Bryce 
Jones, M. P., who said that both of the 
Breat political parties had approved the 
treaty.

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“< BOSTON, Oct. 5.—The Arclibishop of Can- 
‘terbury and Bishops from mahy parts of 
the world attended the opening session of 
the general triennial convention of the 

_; Bpiscopal Church here to-day. 

- The English primate was last in a long 
Procession of dignitaries which passed up 
the broad aisle of Trinity Church, where 
opening service was held in the presence of 
am immense congregation. A great crowd 
had also gathered outside. 

The Bisheps put on their vestments in the 
parish chapel and, headed by a crucifer 
and the white-robed choir of Trinity, 
™Marched out of doors to the main entrance 
of thechurch. At the head of the Bishops were 
the two junior Bishops of the American 
Church, the Right Rev. D, H. Greer, Bishop 
Coadjutor of New York, and the. Right 
Rev. Theodore D. Bratton of Mississippi. 
The Bishops filed into the chureh in tn- 
verse order of seniority of consecration. 
Among them were Bishops John McKim of 
Tokio, S. C. Partridge of Kyoto, Japan; 
Frederic R. Graves of Shanghai, China; 8. 
D. Ferguson of Liberia, West Africa, (the 
only colored Bishop in the Church;) Jamés 
H. Van Buren of Porto Rico, Charles H. 
Brent of the Philippine Islands, Henry B. 
Restarick of Honolulu, Peter Trimble Rowe 
Of Alaska, and Lucien Lee Kinsolving. of 
Southern Brazil. 

The last in the line of prelates attached to 
the American Church was the venerable 
Bishop of Missouri, the Right Rev. Daniel 
Sylvester Tuttle. Following the Presiding 
Bishop appeared the Right Rev. James Car- 
michael, Bishop» Coadjutor of Montreal, and 
the Right Rev. Charles Hamilton, Lord 
Bishop of Ottawa, and others of the Cana- 
@ian Episcopate. Then came the Right 
Rev. John Percival, Bishop of Herefcrd, and 
Dr. William Boyd Carpenter, Lord Bishop 
of Ripon. 

The last of all in the long line was the 
Primate of all England, Most Rev. Randall 
Thomas Davidson, attended by his chap- 
lains, the Rev. Hyla Holden and the Hev. 
John H, Ellison, vicar of Windsor, and 
arrayed in the brilliant vestments of his 
high office. One of the Archbishop's chap- 
lains carried his pastoral staff. 

LANE OF AMERICAN BISHOPS. 


At the entrance of the main aisle the 
ranks of the American Bishops were divided 
and the senior Bishop, Dr. Tuttle; the Eng- 
lish Primate, and visiting. Bishops passed 
between and entered the body of the church 
first. The Archbishop of Canterbury was 
eonducted to a seat of honor at the right of 
the chancel. 

The English Primate recited one of the 
prayers in the office of holy communion 
and read the Gospel. The celebrant was 
Bishop Tuttle, the gospeller Bishop Coadju- 
tor Carmichael of Montreal, and the 
preacher Bishop Doane of Albany, N. Y, 

Bishop Doane welcomed the Archbishop 
of Canterbury and then dévoted a large part 
of his sermon to the divisions in Christen- 
dom. He observed that the Church of 
Christ to-day in its final analysis was the 
great company of believing men baptized 
with water in the name of the Father and 
of the Son and of the Holy Ghost, and that 
even if there were many folds there was 


but one flock.

The spirit of it, the 
motive of it, the key to it, must be shone 
the line of going back, behind the days o 
separation, to the great facts and the great

ms Ton as an illustration of the thought,

SAYS ON WITNESS STAND 


Railroad Man Testifies About 
Northern Pacific’Corner. 


DEFIES PLAINTIFF’S LAWYER 


Won't: Answer Questions “Because | 
Don’t Want To,” He Declares at 
Hearing of O’Leary’s Suit. 


E. H. Harriman, who is known in Wall 
Street as the silent man, was subjected to 
a searching cross-examination yesterday, 
when he was a witness in the hearing in the 
case of J. J. O'Leary of Chicago, who wants 
to recover $55,000 lost in the Northern Pa- 
cific corner from the local brokerage firm 
of Sternberger, Field & Sinn. The attempts 
of the lawyers to make the silent man talk 
about things which he did not want to talk 
about were not very successful. When he 
did not avoid questions he simply refused 
to answer. 

“IT won’t answer that question,”” he would 
exclaim. 

“Why not, Mr. Harriman?” asked the 
lawyer. , 

“ Because I don’t want to,”” was the reply. 

When asked what his occupation was he 
said he was a farmer, making no mention 
of the many high railroad offices held\ by 
him. ; 

He admitted that he an 
hac been buying Northern cific stock for 
six months prior to May 6, 1901. He de- 
nied, however, that there was any at- 
tempt to corner the stock. 

*“*Do you know of any association organ- 
ized for the purpose of buying Northern 
Pacific stock?’ asked the lawyer. 

“T refuse to answer,’’ was the quick re- 
ply. “I refuse to say whether or not I 
had any such association.” : 

Mr. Harriman testified that he was not 
associated with Kuhn, Loeb & Co., and 
that they did not represent him, but he de- 
clined to say in whose interest the stock 
bought by him was acquired. He admitted 
tlat he was present at a meeting of finan- 
ciers held in the Morgan office on May 31, 
1901, to allay the fears of the financial com- 
munity. 

Among the questions he declined to an- 
swer were these: 

“Had you intended to assume an attitude 
antagonistic to Mr. Morgan?” 

“Did you sell any Northern Pacific stock 
to the Northern Securities Company?” 

At this juncture the referee, E. P. Reville, 
took a hand, and at the request of plain- 
tiff’s attorney, Henry Wilcox, advised Mr. 


Harriman to answer. He then testified to 
matters that are already common knowl- 
edge, but wound up by saying that as there 
were $30,000,000 of common stock of the 
road, he did not see why it should not 
have been possible to buy 200 shares, the 
amount which the plaintiff was short. 

Mr. Harriman was preceded on the stand 
by Jacob H. Schiff, who had testified on 
the day before. Mr. Schiff declined to tell 
how, much of the stock his firm bought. 
He gave as his reason that it was “ the 
private business of the firm, and concerns 
no one else.”’ 

Mr. Schiff declined to state whether or 
not the firm of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. had sold 
its Northern Pacific stock to the Northern 
Securities Company at the time of the 
formation of that company. On cross-ex- 
amination by Lawyer Moran, representing 
the defendants, r. Schiff said that he 
thought his firm would have been willing 
to pay more than $150 a share for North- 
ern Pacific stock on May 9, if there had 
been any for sale. He would not say 
whether they would have paid as much 
as a share. 

Asked why the firm had called in its 
stock on May 9, he _ said: 

“It was called in because we wanted it, 
= because so many brokers had sold it 
short.”" 

“We never had all the stock in our 
hands,” he said in reply to another ques- 
tion, “‘and we never made loans of North- 
ern Pacific stock for delivery to ourselves 
on purchases made by us.” 

The hearing will be continued to-day.

His Interference-in Succession Dis- 
pute Hotly Resented. 


BERLIN PAPERS CRITICISE HIM 


Say He Exceeded His Rights—Lippe 
Diet Appoints a High Commission 
to Consider the Matter. 


Special Cable to Tue New YorK TIMES. 

BERLIN, Oct. 5.—Emperor William’s 
interference in the Lippe succession dis- 
pute by telling Count Leopold that he 
(the Kaiser) is unable to récognize him 
as Regent has caused a great sensation. 
Leading newspapers here assert that the 
Emperor exceeded his prerogative. Be- 
ing above the law, he could not issue an 
official mandate without the document 
being countersigned by the Chancellor. 

Besides, it is declared, the matter of the 
succession cannot be decided by the Em- 
peror, but rests solely with the Federal 
Council, 

‘The people of Lippe are very indignant 
at the scant honor paid to the memory 
of the dead Regent by the Prussian 
Court, especially at the fact that no rep- 
resentative of the Emperor attended the 
funeral. This feeling was expressed at 
the funeral by the Court Preacher, Dr. 
Wessel, who quoted the words of the 
dead Regent: “Though men endeavor 
without cause to insult and injure me, 
God in heaven is my friend.” 

I had an interview to-day with Count 
Erich Lippe, who, as well as Prince 
Schaumburg-Lippe, the Emperor’s broth- 
éer-in-law, is a claimant of the throne. 
The Count said: 

“The question at issue, whether the pro- 
genitors of the late Regent were of legit- 
imate rank or not, may appear anti- 
quated in America, but you must remem-~- 
ber we live under a monarchy, and the 
question of succession must be decided 
according to its standards. While it is 
true that the court of arbitration headed 
by the late King of Saxony decided in 
favor of the deceased Regent, it did not 
provide for the succession of his son. The 
matter must be decided by the Bundes- 
rath.” 


AMERICAN PERIL REVIVED. 


M. Meline Says This Country Wants to 
Absorb the Commerce of Asia.

PARIS, Oct. 5.—Some European states- 
men seem to be in the unenviable frame 
of mind of being seriously concerned for 
the economic future of Europe. Certain 
among them see or fancy they see a 
deep-laid scheme on the part of the Unit- 
ed States for absorbing the commerce of 
Asia, and they appear to think the mo- 
ment has arrived to issue a serious note 
of warning. 

To-day we have M. Méline, the ex- 
Prime Minister and leader of the French 
protectionists, sounding the alarm in the 
République Francaise. In an article en- 
titled “ The United States tn Asia’ M. 
Méline says.no mistake should be made 
in Burope in regard to the vast designs 
in the Far East on the part of the great 
Republic. It is in that direction it is evi- 
dently turning its commercial ambition. 

Some day, says M. Méline, England 
may regret having assisted Japan, which 
country, he predicts, will prefer to throw 
herself into the arms of the great Ameri- 
ean Republic, which is close to Japan 

‘and may render services to her, rather 
than hand over China to British industry, 
whose rivalry Japan fears. 

Finally, M. Méline says, one cannot re- 
frain from rather melancholy reflections 
in regard to the commercial and econom- 
ic future of old Europe. The more her 
industry increases, the more her machin- 
ery improves, and the more her ware- 
houses are crammed with goods, the more 
restricted and narrow is her expansion 
abroad. 

Europe, says M. Méline, now finds her- 
self in the presence of a giant with 
mighty jaws who is taking away her 
custom. After having seized a portion of 
that of South America; the giant is pre- 
paring to deprive her of that of the yel- 
low races, the most important in the 
world.

CHICAGO, Oct. 5.—It is admitted by the 
new management cf the Rock Island that a 
large number of the 200 or more officials 
brougat from the East by ex-President 
Loree of the Rock Island Company and 
put in the services of the Rock Island and 
‘Frisco systems will lose their places. 

C. 8. McKim, formerly Superintendent of, 
Telegraph of the Pennsylvania, and who 
was made General Superintendent of Trans- 
portation of the Rock Island system by Mr. 
Loree, is the first oné to go. He presented 
his resignation to-day. It was promptly 
accepted. He will be succeeded by W. H. 
Hobbs, Assistant General Superintendent of 
Transportation, who has been in the service 
of the Rock Island for -the last thirty 
years, 

It is said that the next official to go will 
be H. I. Miller, General Manager, whom 
Loreé brought here from the Vandalia, also 


‘a Pennsylvania line, and that other changes 


of less importance wil] follow soon. 

‘ Mr. Loree’s resignation was forced as a 
result of his attempt to introduce the same 
methods he pursued on the Pennsylvania 
and Baltimore and Ohio in the managément 
of Westérn roads, where conditions are en- 
tirely different, and which caused President 
Winchell of the Rock Island and President 
Davidson of the Frisco to rebel. 

Mr. Loreé received $875,000 for the months 
during which he was head of the Rock 
Island. He worked at the rate of $1,200,000 
@ year, or more than twenty times the sal- 
ary of the President of the United States. 
He was under contract for a salary of 
$75,000 a year for five years, the money to 


be paid whether he served the entire time 
or only two days of it. That brought $375,- 
000 of the $875,000. The qeuhatnting ,000 
was a bonus to induce him to leave the 
Presidency of the Baltimore and Ohio and 
accept the executive position for the Rock 
Island system.

$1,170,736, and net earnings were $11,802,285, . 


an-increase of $823,679. The total income 
was $13,487,399, from which~were deducted 
interest charges and dividends, leaving a 
balance for the year of $3;688,172.

Market Much Disturbed by Rumors, Dis- 
regarding Excellent Reasons for 
Continuance of the Rise. 


Jt is sad that critics of the present in- 
teresting financial situation cannot agree 
on their facts, even though they should 
disagree in their opinions. At the present 
moment controversy runs high whether 
the market is artificially manipulated or 
is responding naturally to improving con- 
ditions. Ultimately this is a question of 
fact, capable of being settled indisputa- 
bly; but inasmuch as the witnesses can- 
not be summoned and cross-examined, 
the question must remain for practical 
purposes one of opinion. There is, there- 
fore, no dispute here with advocates of 
either view, for the reason that there are 
other and more important influences 
bearing upon values which are being lost 
sight of in the deluge of gossip. The 
wheat crop which was ruined in the bul- 
letins is being swollen in the thrashing 
machines, and both wheat and corn were 
lower. Cotton, which is a large crop as 
certainly as any future event can be 
prophesied,.is being manipulated for the 
rise in a manner which admits of no dif- 
ference of opinion. Southern Railway re- 
ported an increase of September earn- 
ings by $351,000, and the cotton top crop 
is not yet picked. Misouri Pacific re- 
ported an increase of earnings for Sep- 
tember by $121,000, and there were oth- 
ers. The instructors of bank officials re- 
garding what loans they can ‘safely 
make have food for thought in the re- 
ceipts of Australian gold. No wonder 
London marks up its price for gold which 
comes here, instead of there, and no won- 
der the money market depresses bankers 
Who cannot mark it up without breaking 
steriing. 

These are intolerably dull topics to 
those eager to know about the tales 
which start nobody knows where, and 
are denied in the most responsible quar- 
ters. Yesterday produced a brand-new 
version. It seems that there is to be no 
competitive buying of control of competi- 
tive properties. There is to be no issue 
of treasury stock, and no construction to 
the Pacific Coast. There is to be nothing 
at all exciting, merely a traffic agree- 
ment satisfactory to the negotiators, and 
adapted to-increase values not now ex- 
cessive if tested not by speculative move- 
ments, but by investment yield. It is 
sweetly simple and credible, but author- 
ity is against it equally with its predeces- 
sors. It is mentioned here only because 
it is in the line of sanity, and along rea- 
soning regarding elements of value less 
likely to be fallacious than extravagant 
stories of combinations which are con- 
trary not only to reason but to possibili- 
ties. 

The market was substantially un- 
changed from Tuesday's volume, but its 
tone was poorer. - St. Paul and New 
York Central were the conspicuously 
Strong properties, with Erie and Illinois 
Central good seconds. Naturally de- 
creases were marked among those which 
had enjoyed large advances, such as Con- 
solidated Gas and Norfolk... Rock Island 
suffered somewhat from the change in its 
Presidency through quarrels among its 
operating staff, as though they created 
instead of merely administered the 
Sources of the property’s value.. Changes 
made by owners to improve a property's 
prospects cannot be said to be detri- 
mental until the fact is proved,

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. ~ 


Less Talk of Deals—Recovery in Steel 
After Sharp Break—St. Paul 
Advances Further. 


In the first hour of trading yesterday 
Pennsylvania’s activity eclipsed all other is- 
sues, and was accompanied by sufficient 
strength to give rome ground for the belief 
that the stock might score a’sensational ad- 
Vance during the day. It rose 1% points, 
and then reacted. sharply on very 
much lighter transactions than those on 
which the advance had been made. In the 
case of Pennsylvania there were no sugges- 
tions of deals such as accompanied the rise 
in St. Paul on Tuesday. It was thought 
that there was much manipulation about 
the trading in the stock, the usual theory 
being advanced that Pennsylvania and 4 
few other issues were being put up for their 
influence on tne rest of the list. Deal ru- 
mors were still numerous yesterday, but 
the market as well as the talk of deals 
quieted down a good deal after the first 
hour, and as a result the day’s total, which 
promised at first to exceed considerably 
that of the previous day, was slightly 
smaller. 


Quick Recovery in Steel. 

Stecl preferred was under great pressure 
in the early part of the session. When many 
other stocks in the list were strong Steel 
was declining under heavy sales, including 
much selling by the traders. The latter 
were induced to sell by the belief that 
Keene and those for whom he has been act- 
ing had liquidated a large part of their 
holdings of Steel. It was thought that this 


meant that the stock would be allowed to 
sell off again. The price did fall from 75% 
to 74, but in the afternoon when a large 
part of the list was going in the opocet 
direction Steel preferred resumed the ad- 
vance, made up all of its loss, and closed 
with a net gain of an eighth of a point. 
The net change seemed out of all proportion 
with the magnitude of the transactions in 
the stock, which reached a total of 175,000 
shares. It is still assumed In some quar- 
ters that conversion of the preferred stock 
into bonds is going on, despite the denials 
ihat have been given to the reports that 
the conversion operation had been resumed. 


Traders Surprised by St. Paul. 

St. Paul’s advance of more than 3 points 
over Tuesday's closing price, following that 
day’s gain of more than 6 points, was a sur- 
prise to a great many traders who thought 
that in the absence of confirmation of the 


rumors of a deal involving the St. Paul 
Road the stock was most likely to sell off. 
Short covering was thought responsible for 
the further advance, the squeezing of the 
shorts in the stock being relatively easy, 
owing to the small floating supply. 


London Buys on Balance. 

London traded quite actively in this mar- 
ket, although its operations were by no 
means so important a factor as they were 
a short time back, when the volume of the 
market was much smaller. London yester- 
day dealt in about 75,000 shares, taking 
some stock on. balance. The dispo- 
sition abroad was said to be to take profits 
on our stocks in the belief that the market 
could not be expected to go much higher. 


Point Advance in Amalgamated. 
While some doubt was still expressed that 
the movement in Amalgamated was a sub- 
stantial one, that stock was one of the 
most active in the list, and showed at the 


close a net gain of a full point. It is 
thought that those who are now Saying See 
stock include some interests which have 
been successful in ‘shaping previous ad- 
vances in Amalgamated.

$171, 680-208. Af, defaulted indebtedness. In addi- 
tion, there i e 76 suspensions of hanks and 
otbes fi peter: institutions with liabilities of 
$20/840;454! Pyuring the corresponding months last 
year théré!wWére 8,176 commercial defaults, in- 
volving $161;855,855, and 67 banks failed for 
$8,721,612) in* manufacturing lines there were 
2,099 1Inswlvebcies with liabilitiesof $38,769,016, 
compared with; 2,005 in 1903 for $43,683,702. Trad- 
ing fallures.npmbered 6,728, and involved an in- 
debtedness af,$49,127,935, while the same months 
last year, recorded only 5,761 defaults in. -this 
class, with Mabilities of $40,273,821. Mainly be- 
cause ‘of 4 few large insurance disasters, the 
third class’ of brokers, agents, &c., showed a 
striking increase in amount although the number 
was smali—366 failures for $23,762,254, compar- 
ing with 410: defaults and $17,698,332 liabilities 
last vear. 

Notwithstanding the fact that failures have 
increased 10 per cent. over the same nine months 
last year, it. is gratifying to find that the differ- 
ence occurred in the first quarter of 1904, and the 
past six months actually show sntaller liabilities 
than were reported for the corresponding part of 
last year. This indicates that the worst point of 
the depression in business has passed, and that 
current conditions are gradually becoming more 
satisfactory, a logical result of the more con- 
servative attitude of business men throughout the 
Nation. 

It is also worthy of note that years of Presi- 
dential elections have always shown exceptional 
losses during the third quarter; 1900 exceeding 
1899 by about $10,000,000, and 1896 surpassing 
the losses of 1895 by nearly $40,000,000. In the 
light of this comparison it is particularly grati- 
fying to find that the third quarter of 1904 shows 
a decrease of $2,700,000, as compared with the 
liabilities of failures in the corresponding months 


of 1903. 
SHIP CONCERN’S NEW HEAD. 


James C. Wallace Gets Presidency of 
American Shipbuilding Company. 


The American Shipbuilding Company, 
which operdtes on the Western lakes and 
has its principal office at Cleveland, Ohio, 
held its annual meeting in. Jersey City yes- 
terday. All the old Directors were re-elect- 
ed except L. H. Hanna, who was succeeded 
by Russell C, Wetmore. 

At a meeting of the Directors President 
William L. Brown announced his desire to 
retire, and James C. Wallace was elected 
his successor. Mr. Wetmore was chosen 
Vice President and Treasurer, Ora J. Fish 
Secretary, and Robert L. Logan General 
Manager. 

The financial report showed that thirty- 
six vessels were built during the year end- 
ed June 30, and contracts made for the 
construction of nine steamers. The earn- 
ings for the year were $1,028,174.74. Divi- 
dend& of $553,000 on preferred stock were 
paid, $78,329.56 on building account, and 
$209,717.86 for expenses. The undivided 
profits for the year were $187,122.22. This,

Glassware Advance Sustained—“ Pirat- 
ed” Prismatic Glass—Velvet Values. 


The Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers thinks that it has discovered an 
ample verification of the justice of- Gen. 
T. 8. Sharretts’s recent action in making an 
advance of 40 per cent. on an importation 
of glassware by Fondeville & Van Ider- 
stine of this city. The Government as- 
serted that the importation was grossly 
undervalued. The importers are the sole 
agents here for the French factory, but 
the other day another local dealer import- 
ed a quantity of the same glassware, se- 
cured through a Paris house. Gen. Shar- 
retts discovered yesterday that this glass- 
ware had been  aogecn just 40 per cent. 
more than the first consignment. 

Mr. Van Iderstine was called as a wit- 
ness, but refused to testify. 

A hearing was held by Gen. T. S. Shar- 
retts yesterday to determine the dutiable 


classification of prismatic glass, which is 
largely used for smerennag the interior 
illumination of stores and offices. The 
glass is the invention of an American, and 
is patented here, but has been pirated in 
cong ag The American patentee is now 
trying to keep the pirated European glass 
out of this market. 

The importers allege that- the glass is 
dutiable as fluted or rubbed glas®-at spe- 
cific rates, which amount to about 10 per 
cent. ad valorem. The American patentee 
argues that it is dutiable as prismatic 
glass at 45 per cent., and his view is ap- 
parently shared by the Government. An- 
other hearing will be! held on Oct. 18. 

Practically, the entire velvet trade is af- 
fected by advances averaging about 15 per 
cent., which are now being made by Gen- 
eral Appraiser Howell on the invoice val- 
ues of velvets of all classes from Krefeld 
and Lyons, All the goods advanéGed are con- 
signed, and an investigation by Government 
agents and the testimony of importers who 
buy their goods establish the fact that the 
market prices are higher than the prices at 
which the goods have been invoiced.

In Special Term, Part III., of the Supreme 
Court, yesterday, there were more divorce 
cases on the calendar than ever before, the 
court having been closed since June last. 
Justice Blanchard, who presided, disposed 
of many undefended cases in quick time. 
When the Justice got through with his 
day's work he had signed eighteen decrees 
of divorce, sixteen of them being final de- 
érees. 

Mrs. Mollie Hecht asked to be freed from 
Julius Hecht, alleging that her husband 
was a professional thief and that his pict- 
ure was in the Rogues’ Gallery. She said 
that when she married Hecht in March last 
she did not know jhe was a professional 
thief. Justice Blanchard told her it was her 
duty ‘‘ to look before she leaped,”’ and that 
funless she could prove that a fraud had 
‘been perpetrated on her, she could not get 
the release.

‘Victim of Street Cleaning Department 
Auto. Ready to Buy Ammunition.

JOSEPH HOADLEY DODGES AGAIN 


‘Ordered to Produce His Books, He Re- 


| 


fuses to Explain Them. 


Joseph H. Hoadley, the promoter, was 
again hauled up in the Supreme Court yes- 
terday to explain the International Power 
pool transaction, by which Cyrus Field 
Judson says he lost more than a million 
dollars. 

Last May, when Hoadley was brought up 
in a supplementary action by Franklin & 
Scott, who had obtained a judgment against 
Cyfus Field Judson, Hoadley refused to 
produce his books in court, and, when 
ordered to do so, his counsel carried the 
matter to the Appellate Division of the Su- 
preme Court. That tribunal ruled against 
him and.the case was sent back to. Justice 
Leventritt, who ordered Hoadley to pro- 
duce his books yesterday. 

In accordance with this order the pro- 
moter brought his books into court. He 
was called to the witness stand by Edmund 
Mooney, counsel for Franklin & Scott, and 
asked to explain the first account in which 
the name of Cyrus Field Judson a peared. 
He said it related to a copartners ip deal 
or pool in which he and Joseph Leiter were 
the copartners of Cyrus Field, and which 
was known as the old pool of 1900. 

Hoadley’s attorneys objected to the ques- 
tions, and he then refused to answer the 
questions referring to the transactions in 
the account book. The lawyers went before 
Justice Leventritt in Chambers and asked 
for a ruling. Justice Leventritt said he 
would not decide the matter off-hand, and 
“zsked counsel to argue the matter before 
him at 10:30 o'clock this morning.
